"T hat’s not for me to say,” re­ 
plied United States Attorney Gen­ 
eral John G. Sargent. 
"My busi­ 
ness. as attorney general, ts to 
enforce the law’. Mak ing laws is a 
legislative function. 
I ’m a strong 
believer in each man stick ing to 
his own job. 
"If I were a legislator. I’d have 
something to say about law-mak ­ 
ing. 
In the Department of Justice 
my duty ts to administer the laws 
as I find them. If I think a change 
should be made, I may recommend 
it.
